Fuel Committee Issues New Set 
of Findings.

1. All applications for exemption 
* from Dr. Garfield’s order on ac

printing trades, other than the 
publication of newspapers, as permit- 
ted in the order, except such work as 
may be required by the fuel or food ad- 
ministration, the federal reserve banks, 
or for other emergency purposes, and 
then only when expressly authorized 
by the state fuel administration. ~- — 


5. Manufacturers and dealers in 
* optical goods may operate that 
portion of their factories or establish- 
ments in which special emergency or- 
ders for eyeglasses are filled. Nothing 
in this order will permit operation of 
such establishments as a whole. : 


6 Wholesale and retail stores, ware- 
* houses, office buildings, business 
houses, and business buildings of every 
description are permitted to maintain 
heat only to prevent freezing, of 
plumbing, pipes, sprinkler systems, or 
damage to other property; subject only 
to the exemptions contained in Dr. 
Garfield’s order, or subsequent exemp- 
tions granted by him or on his author: 
ity. Such exemptions, however, apply 
only to the particular spaces occupied 
for such uses. Nothing in the above 
ruling is to be construed as affecting 
section 5 of Dr. Garfield’s order, which 
provides that on the ten Mondays 
rooms in which intoxicating liquor is 
sold or served on these days shall not
